Charleston Residents Protest Sour-Smelling Smog 


By STEWART R. KING 

As a sour-smelling smog brewed in the Charleston area 
again last night, fresh protests were being coughed up 
against air pollution. 

County Council will support Slate Rep. S. Julian Lea- 
Mond in his fight for cleaner air in Greater Charleston 
council chairman J. Mitchell Graham and councilman 
Miner W. Crosby said last night. 


"The smells in my area are the worst we have ex¬ 
perienced since 1959,” said Mr. Crosby, a North Charles¬ 
ton resident. And he’s a man with a nose for industrial 
odors. In 1959 he headed a residents’ committee which 
pressed for laws to control the emission of "industrial 
odors and air pollution.” 

The committee’s protests caused county council to or¬ 
der one chemical factory to install a special treatment 


plant for its smoke, and they prompted the U. S. Pub¬ 
lic Health Dept, to make a study of North Charleston’s 
air. 

"Despite our efforts the odor has come back. People 
are constantly calling me with complaints,” Mr. Crosby 
said. 

"The chemical factory is still trying to correct the 
odor in its smoke, and when the treatment plant broke 


down a few days ago the management closed the place 
until the fault was corrected.” 

Mr. Graham said: "As an administrative body, the 
county council cannot make its own air pollution laws, but 
we’ll give full support to Mr. LeaMond in urging State 
laws. 

"If the state doesn’t act, the federal government will, 
and we’ve had enough of federal intrusion here already.”

WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy’s SIX billiem tax-cut bill 
was approved by the House Ways 
and Means Committee on Tues¬ 
day, completing the first leg of a 
perilous journey in Congress. 

Kennedy urged the legislators, 
many of whom doubt the bill can 
be enacted into law this year, not 
to tempt fate by delaying the mea¬ 
sure, which he described as anti¬ 
recession insurance. 

Speaking to a national confer¬ 
ence of the Business Committee 
for Tax Reduction in 2963, Ken¬ 
nedy said the present period of 
good business has run about as

long as the average for recent 
years. 

Without predicting a recession, 
he said, “J do know that the 
prompt enactment of this bili, 
making certain both immediate 
and prospective tax reductions, 
wall improve business conditions” 
and “make the most of the anti¬ 
recession thrust” 

The administration counts heav¬ 
ily on punaping more spendable 
income quickly into the economy 
by reducing income tax withhold¬ 
ings on Jan. 1. This can be done 
only if House and Senate agree 
on a tax-cut bin before that date. 
If they let this year go by without 


acting, the Treasury has said r.o 
bigger pay envelops can be ex¬ 
pected before April at the earliest. 

Treasury estimates indicate 
most wage-earning, tax-paying 
families might ultimately get

I suppose I am a touch naive, 
but I have been following the 
tortuous processes of United Na¬ 
tions reasoning for quite a lot 
of years now, and. I flat don't 
understand a lot of the think¬ 
ing involved. 

VVe have had a hassle of in¬ 
ternational proportion lately, 
allegedly attached to whether 
some Syrians snuck over the Is¬ 
raeli border and murdered a 
brace of farmers. As this was 
written, Morocco and the Sovi¬ 
et Union had succeeded in de¬ 
laying on a combined Ameri¬ 
can-United Kingdom resolution 
condemning Syria for a couple 
of border knockoffs. The hits 
were described as “wanton mur¬ 
der” by Israeli Ambassador 
Michael Comay, and I am quite 


sure Comay is right in his de¬ 
scription. 

OF COURSE there is a lot 
more mumbo - jumbo about 
U.N. supervision of truce, viola¬ 
tion, Moroccan amendments, 
and by the time this sees light 
somebody will either be con¬ 
demned or uneondemned. This 
J can understand. (Ed. note; 
The Soviet Union killed the con¬ 
demnation resolution by invok¬ 
ing its veto power.) 

BUT HAS ANYBODY offered 
to censure the Congolese gov¬ 
ernment for supporting Holden 
Roberto's murderous onslaught 
against the innocents, mostly 
black, in neighboring Angola on 
March 15, 1961? Has anything 
been seriously done about Nas¬ 


ser's intervention into Yemen? 
Has anybody slapped Ben Bel¬ 
la's wrist for b.is offer to “die 
a little” to the extent of >0,- 
000-20,000 men to bang down the 
Portuguese overseas provinces? 

At least 500 people died hor¬ 
ribly at. the hands of drink-and- 
drug-crazed mercenaries in An¬ 
gola on that March 15, and no¬ 
body officially said a word about 
people being fed into sawmills, 
football being played with dis¬ 
membered babies, pregnant 
women being impaled on trees, 
and people generally being 
hacked into hamburger by re¬ 
cruited mercenaries from the 
Congo.

I do not know the answers to 
these questions, which is why I 
ask them. 1 suppose U Thant 
might tell me. but he spoke 
some gobbledegook on Cuba aft- 
ter his visit to Castro, and his 
own country is in trouble enough 
2 t the moment. Dag Hammar- 
skjold’s dead, but maybe his 
brother knows the answer. At 
least his brother knew some of 
the answers to an old wound 
called Katanga.
